for their only daughter. 

“Our loss is unfathomable, 
our grief is bottomless,” said Re- 
ichbach, who never imagined 
that his daugher would precede 
him to the grave, given his bat- 
tle with pancreatic cancer. “She 
wasn’t a star, but rather a comet 
that was extinguished much too 
soon. I love you, my baby.” 

Pallbearers carried a sim- 
ple wooden casket draped with 
a black cloth with the Star of 
David, followed by the imme-

diate family. 

The funeral capped three 
horrific days for the Reichbach 
family that began after a family 
friend found Hope Reichbach 
unconscious in her Schermer- 
horn Street apartment and called 
911. Police pronounced her dead 
at the scene from an overdose of 
prescription drugs, according to 
a source close to the family. 

It is unclear if the overdose 
was intentional. 

“She’s such an intelligent, up- 
wardly mobile girl,” said David 


Lawrence, a friend who was also 
her boxing trainer at Gleason’s 
Gym, where Reichbach worked 
out. “This is devastating to ev- 
eryone who knew her. She wasn’t 
a degenerate kid. She was the 
straightest kid I knew.” 

Reichbach loved politics, 
journalism, and community 
activism, which she pursued 
seven days a week as a commu- 
nity liaison and spokeswoman 
for Councilman Steve Levin 
(D-Brooklyn Heights).

An American Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
intervention team — which assists 
law enforcement agents with ani- 
mal hoarding cases — was sent to 


the Brighton Beach Avenue home 
last Thursday after receiving an 
anonymous complaint that sev- 
eral dozen cats were being kept 
in one apartment. 

“Some may need medical at- 
tention,” the caller said. 

When agents arrived, they 
found 29 cats scampering over 
each other in the small flat, al- 
though most of them appeared to 
be in good health, explained Joe 
Pentangelo of the ASPCA’s Hu- 
mane Law Enforcement team.

“Some of the cats had uri- 
nary tract infections, some had 
ear mites or dental disease, but 
all of the problems were address- 
able,” said Pentangelo, adding that 
a handful of the animals tested 
j positive forthe feline immunode- 
3 ficiency virus which, if not prop- 
I erly treated, could result in full- 
blown feline AIDS. 

| The cats’ caretaker, a woman 
in her 40s, admitted that she had 
a dozen too many pets and agreed 
to give the cats up — kicking 


off a kitty caravan that stunned 
neighbors. 

The lion’s share of the kitties 
were sent to the One Love An- 
imal Hospital on Atlantic Ave- 
nue in Boerum Hill, where Dr.

Cops bust heroin 
ring in Park Slope

Welcome to Park Dope! 

Twelve people were arrested 
as narcotics cops smashed 
apart a widespread heroin dis- 
tribution network where tra- 
ditional back-alley deals were 
conducted openly and in broad 
daylight around Park Slope and 
Windsor Terrace. 

The drug dealers, who alleg- 
edly peddled smack with street 
names “Sin City,” “Guilty” and 
“True Life,” are all facing long 
prison sentences for selling 
more than $70,000 worth 
of China white and cocaine 


to undercover investigators, 
special narcotics prosecutor 
Bridget Brennan announced 
last Friday. 

The arrests bring an end to 
a long investigation by Bren- 
nan’s office, NYPD narcotics 
cops and the federal Drug En- 
forcement Administration, the 
prosecutor said. 

The main focus of the drug 
probe was 32-year-old 19th 
Street resident Edwin Perez, 
who Brennan said supplied her- 
oin to street-level dealers. 

Perez would conduct his 
business with reckless aban- 
don as he resupplied his cli- 
ents on Park Slope’s tree-lined 


blocks, which he jokingly re- 
ferred to as his “office,” ac- 
cording to court papers. 

Brennan said that Perez 
would meet with potential buy- 
ers on streets adjacent to Pros- 
pect Park as well as Ninth and 
10th streets between Fourth 
and Fifth avenues — rolling 
up to his clients on a Can-Am 
Spyder three-wheeled motor- 
cycle. 

The exchanges were brief: 
Perez would toss the drugs into 
his client’s car, grab the cash 
and roll off. An associate would

“When I heard what hap- 
pened, I just thought it’s 
pretty low — so donating 
wasn’t just the nice thing 
to do, it was the right thing 
to do,” said Angelo Gallo, 
owner of G&D Landscape 
Corporation on in Borough 
Park. 


More than 1,000 residents mourned a Brooklyn war 
photographer as an “American hero” at his funeral last 
Wednesday in Carroll Gardens. 

Friends, family members and journalist colleagues 
of Chris Flondros gathered at Sacred Heart St. Stephen 
Church to remember and celebrate the life of the Pulit- 
zer Prize-nominated photographer who was killed on 
assignment in Libya on April 20. 

“He was an American hero,” said Buddy Scotto, owner 
of the funeral home that bears his name. “He did what he 
could to let the world know what is going on [in Libya] . 
This was a heroic mission.” 

Scotto noted that Hondros, in a sense, was one of the 
few unbiased and uncensored links that people had to 
the “outside” world through his stirring images — es- 
pecially for those individuals who came from his own 
community and neighborhood. 

“People realized that he is a guy who puts his life on 
the line so that we can come to a conclusion of what role 
America should play [in the world] ,” Scotto said. 

Borough President Markowitz was also on hand to 
comfort Hondros’s fiancee, Christina Piaia, and his 
mother, Igna Hondros. 

“I hope his loved ones will be comforted by the prayers 
and thoughts of all us grateful for his professional sac- 
rifice,” Markowitz later told reporters, echoing what 
he told the mourners. 

Earlier in the month, Markowitz marked the death of 
Hondros — and colleague Tim Hetherington — with 
the ultimate tribute: flying the Brooklyn flag at half- 
staff over Borough Hall. 

Hondros worked out of a studio on Varick Street near 
Nassau Avenue in Greenpoint, and has been covering 
man’s violence against his fellow man since journey- 
ing to Kosovo in 1998. 

He was nominated in 2004 for the Pulitzer Prize in 
Breaking News Photography for shots that he took while 
working in Liberia. 

His most well-known work comes from his 2005 pic- 
ture series of Iraqi War images including the cold-blooded 
shooting of a family who failed to stop at a U.S. check- 
point by U.S. troops. 

Hondros and Hetherington were killed by shellfire 
from Qaddafi forces in the rebel-held city of Misruta. 

A burial service will be held this Saturday in his na- 
tive Fayetteville, North Carolina.

The Brooklyn Museum 
took Lady Gauteshenu — a 
rich lady from the Late Pe- 
riod of Egypt’s glorious past 
— to North Shore University 
Hospital for a look under her 
skin, as it were. She’d been 
X-rayed before, but assistant 
conservator Tina March said 
there were still some ques- 
tions left unanswered. 

“We didn’t know if any of 
her internal organs remain,” 
said March. “We didn’t know 
if there any unusual items 
buried with her.” 

To answerthese questions, 
museum curators, conserva- 
tors solicited help from ex- 
perts in art shipping (yes, 
there is such a thing) and 
used a climate controlled 
van with a special suspension 
system and plenty of foam 
to transport their mummy 
to the Long Island medical 
center in total comfort. 

Thanks to the modern 
technology at the hospital, 
scientists could see right 
through her cartonnage — 
the technical term for her 
hardened papyrus mummy 
casing — without taking it 
apart and disrupting the la- 
dy’s remains. 

The CT scan revealed that

the ancient art of mummifica- 
tion worked as promised: the 
corpse was not a pile of dust, 
but a complete body with hair, 
flesh, and bones. 

Even her teeth were still 
sparkling — though scien- 
tists credit the lack of sugar 
in the ancient Egyptian diet 
for that. 

“Egyptian mummies of- 
ten have very good, very 
straight and very white 
teeth,” said Yekaterina Bar- 


bash, an Egyptian wing cu- 
rator. “When refined sugar 
was introduced and teeth be- 
came much worse.” 

Today’s modern Egyp- 
tologists aren’t tomb raid- 
ers; even though the scan 
revealed amulets inside 
the body, Barbash said that 
they’ll remain exactly where 
they are. 

Ancient morticians were 
far less generous. The scan 
showed that Lady Gautesh- 


enu’s brain and all her other 
internal organs except her 
heart were removed during 
the mummification process 
— an expensive surgery that 
only the wealthy and the roy- 
als underwent. 

For now, the old lady will 
return to the Brooklyn Mu- 
seum’s permanent Egyptian 
exhibit, but this time along- 
side her shiny new hospital 
scans, which will be put on 
display.

Royal wedding fever and 
its symptoms — lack of sleep, 
the urge to wear frilly hats 
and communion with other in- 
fected victims — hit Brooklyn 
hard last Friday, with DUMBO 
at the epicenter of the trans- 
Atlantic plague. 

About 500 Brooklynites 
and some misplaced Britons 
ignored the five-hour time 
difference and gathered in 
the Archway Plaza under 
the Manhattan Bridge at the 
crack of dawn to watch Prince 
William and Kate Middleton 
get hitched live on a projec- 
tion television. 

“It was amazing, it was 
spectacular,” said Natalie 
Feary from Williamsburg, 
whose fever raged at well 
above 103 degrees all day. 
“Her dress was beautiful, I 
thought that the ceremony 
was great.” 

The wedding was more 
than 3,600 miles away, but 
Anglophiles had their day, 
donning Union Jacks and 
feathered hats for the kind 
of party that England hasn’t 
seen since Charles married 
Diana (and we all know how 
well that turned out!). 

“They’re the celebrities of 
England,” Caroline McKe- 
own from Clinton Hill said 
of Wills and Kate. 

“Royalty is always so spe- 
cial because there’s so much 
mystery around royal be- 
haviors,” added McKeown, 
whose temperature was re- 
corded at only about 101, still 
high enough to cause symp- 
toms of excitement and mo- 
narchical hallucinations 

The crowd cheered every 
little moment, from the first 
glimpse of Middleton as she 
stepped out of a 1950 Rolls 
Royce, all the way through 
to the climactic, “I do,” when 


Middleton officially became 
the Duchess of Cambridge, 
and earned greater access to 
the crown jewels. 

Many Brits were in the 
crowd at DUMBO, happy 
to feel at home while watch- 
ing the nuptials across the 
pond. 

“If you can’t be at a street 
party in Britain, than one in 
Brooklyn is pretty good,” said 
Nuala Moreau, a British ex- 
pat, whose fever crested at 
102, with periodic bouts of 
what locals call “the Can- 
terbury sweats.” 

“Fora lot of British people, 
it’s a way to reconnect with 


each other and have a jolly 
good time,” she added. 

The event was not with- 
out its irony, of course, given 
that the United States vio- 
lently broke from the Eng- 
lish throne in the late 1770s, 
an event that is celebrated ev- 
ery July 4 with anti-monar- 
chy pageantry. 

But for one day, at least, 
America recalled the good 
of days of stamp taxes, tea 
parties and no representative 
government. 

“We’re kind of just en- 
chanted with the idea of a 
royal family,” said Lauren 
Sternberg, waving a Brit-

ish flag and wearing one on 
her shirt, whose temperature 
had come down from only 
a mild fever the other day.

It is unclear how traffic 
will be affected. 

Forest City Ratner spokes- 
man Joe DePlasco said the

$4.9-billion mega-project 
is proceeding “completely 
on schedule,” and the time 
changes reflect the fact the 
project is located above an 
active Long Island Rail 
Road train yard belonging 
to the adjacent Atlantic Ter- 
minal.

The project officially con- 
sists of 16 residential and of- 
fice towers, plus a basketball 
arena, but the residential and 
commercial buildings are on 
hold until the economy im- 
proves, Ratner has said.

Devoted regulars raised a glass 
in tribute to the comfortable Fort 
Greene joint Moe’s at its clos- 
ing last Wednesday — and the 
new operators may be willing to 
drink to that. 

Hundreds packed into the cor- 
ner bar at Lafayette and S. Port- 
land avenues for its official “last 
call,” to mourn the loss of a de- 


cade-old bar famous for its being 
a real neighborhood bar. 

“Moe’s feels like family,” said 
gin-sipping regular Maya Ogu- 
nusi. “It’s relaxed and ethnically 
diverse — and that’s what Fort 
Greene is all about.” 

New operators — who first 
planned to morph the bar into an 
upscale club called “Navada” — 
now say they agree. 

They promise to keep the 


watering hole as-is, saying they 
might keep Moe’s good name. 

“It already has a formula that 
works,” said Calvin Clark, who 
inked a lease for the $l,100-per 
month venue last week. “I want 
it to stay friendly and unpreten- 
tious.” 

The new lease comes after pre- 
vious operators were “priced out” 
of the venue a couple months ago, 
causing a battle with the landlord 


and subsequent media blitz. 

Clark got word the space was 
about to free up and, with a part- 
ner, hatched a plan to remodel the 
interior into something a bit more 
posh. Regulars were appalled. 

“This is Brooklyn — don’t try 
to be Manhattan,” said Lakie-Kar- 
riem Grant, who likes to watch bas- 
ketball games at Moe’s. “You do 
that and you lose your identity.” 
Clark now says that he wants 


to keep it “a neighborhood bar” 
though he wants to serve appetiz- 
ers. It will likely open on Memorial 
Day weekend with a big bash. 

Landlord James McDowell 
shed a bit more light, adding that 
Clark still plans to give the place 
an interior makeover. 

“I don’t know exactly what 
his intentions are,” he said. 
“But I know he will have his 
own twist.”

This ain't no meatball 

Red Hook Ikea puts a solar array on the menu

First, Ikea fueled us with 
its Swedish meatballs — now 
the store is powering solar 
energy into the grid. 

The Beard Street furni- 
ture giant fired up 1,104 
solar panels atop its super- 
store last Wednesday, a move 
the home furnishings giant 
hailed as a green victory for 


the waterfront neighborhood 
— a product of its “Swed- 
ish heritage and respect for 
nature.” 

“The initiative helps im- 
prove the environment and 
contributes to our vision of 
creating a better everyday 
life for the many,” said store 
manager Mike Baker. 

At 19,000 square feet — 
about half a football field 


— the array is the largest 
in Brooklyn. 

The energy produced by 
the solar system is equiva- 
lent to the electricity burned 
by 20 homes annually, store 
officials said. And stealing 
energy from the sun rather 
than burning it in a power 
plant prevents 32 cars worth 
of emissions from polluting 
the air every year. 


The panels collect so- 
lar radiation from the sun 
and convert it into electric- 
ity, once connected to Con 
Edison’s electrical grid. The 
utility giant certified the sys- 
tem this week. 

The electricity that is pro- 
duced does not power the 
massive store, but rather is 
pumped into the electric grid, 
slightly reducing the store’s 


ecological impact. 

But store critics were un- 
derwhelmed. 

“This will be a minis- 
cule way to offset the tre- 
mendous amount of pollu- 
tion created by the vehicles 
passing through Red Hook 
Park on the way to the store,” 
said John McGettrick, co- 
chairman of the Red Hook 
Civic Association. 

Upon its opening in 2008, 
traffic in the area jumped 
from about 235 cars to 810 
cars on a weekend — sig- 
nificantly more than the 32 
cars that the solar array will 
offset.

School won't have massive class sizes next year

Class sizes at a popular Park 
Slope elementary school will not 
stretch to the limit, thanks to a 
reversal by the city that will al- 
low PS 107 to eliminate a pre-K 
program after an influx of new 
kindergarten students threatened 
to increase class sizes through- 
out the building. 

The Eighth Avenue school 
had originally notified parents 
on April 27 that its lone pre-K 
class would remain and the first- 


and second-grade class sizes 
would increase from 20 or so to 
30 students — just two short of 
the city max. 

But the Education Department 
quickly flip-flopped and allowed 
the school to excise its pre-K. 

The prospect of jam-packed 
first and second grades stunned 
parents already concerned that 
there would be too many children 
and too few seats at their quaint 
neighborhood school. 

“It would be tough on teach- 
ers, when there’s 25 kids in a 


first-grade class right now,” said 
Sohrab Habibion, who dreaded 
the thought of his son, Asa, enter- 
ing a teeming second grade. “It’s 
at its most-crowded right now in 
terms of what’s acceptable.” 
The whole kindergarten-seat 
saga started in November, when 
kindergarten enrollment ballooned, 
forcing the school to seek the elim- 
ination of its pre-K program. 

That request was denied by 
the Education Department. 

The crisis reached fever pitch 
in late March when 47 students 


were put on a kindergarten wait 
list and parents rushed to apply 
to nearby schools only to find it 
was too late. 

The kinder-crisis was par- 
tially averted the school added 
a fifth kindergarten classroom 
and said it would relocate the 18- 
seat pre-K class. 

Now that the pre-K class is 
gone, school administrator Pat 
Mannino said that the upper 
grades likely won’t see a capac- 
ity increase next year — “pro- 
vided they don’t give it back to 


us again!” 

Mannino said the school’s 
kindergarten wait list is down 
to about 10 or so students, but it 
is unclear if the wait-listed chil- 
dren will be admitted. 

It’s also unclear where the 
displaced pre-K class will be 
located. 

Councilman Brad Lander (D- 
Park Slope), who fought to remove 
the pre-K class, was pleased that 
the city acquiesced. 

“I’m glad, but given the real- 
ities of the school and the South 
Slope, we can’t squash kids in 
the next grades,” he said. “We 
have to solve this problem soon 
for the longer term.”

show about the GOP plan to 
trim the nation’s $ 14-trillion 
deficit, but couldn’t get past 
his second slide when several 
seniors began demanding 
higher taxes on the well-to- 
do rather than the Republi- 
can-led dismantling of a pop- 
ular entitlement program. 


“Who wants to get rid 
of Medicare?” 68-year-old 
Peggy Devane screamed as 
she argued — Brooklyn style 
— the merits of the GOP bud- 
get proposal. “That’s the cra- 
ziest thing I ever heard.” 
Grimm toed the GOP line, 
claiming that raising taxes on 
the rich wouldn’t be enough 


to reduce the deficit. 

“It’s not that we tax too 
little, it’s that we spend too 
much,” Grimm told the an- 
gered crowd of 100 at JHS 
259’s auditorium on Fort 
Hamilton Parkway near 73rd 
Street. “If we don’t deal with 
entitlement programs, we are 
going to go broke.” 

Medicare currently pro- 
vides health insurance cover- 
age to more than 100 million 
elderly, disabled and low-in- 


come Americans, but Re- 
publicans want to turn the 
45-year-old program into 
a simple government sub- 
sidy that would assist retir- 
ees with their private health 
insurance costs. 

On the other side of the 
aisle, Obama and the bipar- 
tisan Congressional Budget 
Office believe that if the 
healthcare reforms passed 
last year are allowed to take 
effect, the deficit would be 


reduced by $ 1 trillion in the 
next 20 years. 

Angry town hall partic- 
ipants said that Medicare 
should be tweaked, not done 
away with entirely. 

“We need to adjust, not 
kill,” screamed Dorothy Sie- 
gel, one of the more outspo- 
ken silver-haired ladies in the 
auditorium, who told Grimm 
that taxing the nation’s big- 
gest earners would reduce 
the deficit by 70 percent. 


“You’re killing Social Se- 
curity and Medicare!” 

The freshman Grimm 
never lost his cool. He even 
encouraged angered constit- 
uents to boo him. 

“Get it all out, get it all 
out,” he said with a wide 
grin. “It’s good to get it 
out. It’s healthy for your 
lungs.” 

At the end of the night, he 
made it a point to hug both 
Siegel and Devane. 


Yet Grimm made it clear 
that no one was going to 
change his mind about end- 
ing Medicare. 

“I respect your opinions, 
but I’m not going to apolo- 
gize for my beliefs,” Grimm 
told the audience. “We can 
go ring around the rosy all 
night long, but you’re not 
going to make me believe 
what you believe.” 

Grimm said that “the 
clear message” he received 


from audience members was 
to raise taxes on the rich, but 
he said that was tantamount 
to “class warfare.” 

Grimm may not have been 
moved by the pleas of those 
in attendance, but he said he 
enjoyed the debate. 

“No one can deny the 
fact that discussing this in 
an open forum is healthy for 
America,” he said. “This is 
how we get the ball mov- 
ing.”

Members 
have previously banned prod- 
ucts from South Africa dur- 
ing Apartheid; plastic bags; 
and a Williamsburg kosher 
food company over a labor 
dispute. 

So, nu, what makes this 
boycott different from all 
other boycotts? 

“This boycott is about de- 
stroying the Jewish state,” said 
Mazor. “It’s about denying 
Jews self determination.” 

And Jewish members who 
oppose it, say they are doing so 
in part to reverse a collective 
sense of victimization. 

“Jews always feel that 
when somebody is trying 
to put us in the gas cham- 
ber, that we deserved it, that 
we should not respond to it. 
Those are the same people 
who attack Israel” said Es- 
ther Hertzel, a Crown Heights 
resident and 22-year Co-op 
member.

Levin called her the “most 
compassionate and thought- 
ful person you could ever 
want to meet” and that he 
would “never be the same 
without her.”

Council Speaker Christine 
Quinn honored the deceased 
with a posthumous city proc- 
lamation, and Rabbi Joseph 
Potasnik urged mourners to 
honor Reichbach’s memory 
by helping people in the com- 
munity. 

Other attendees included 
Assemblyman Vito Lopez; 
dozens of members Lopez 
and Levin’s collective staffs; 
CouncilmembersBradLander, 
Letitia James, Jumaane Wil- 
liams, Mark Weprin, and Do- 
menic Recchia; Comptroller 
John Liu; Public Advocate Bill 
DeBlasio; Borough President 
Markowitz; state Sens. Eric 
Adams and Daniel Squad- 
ron; Assemblymembers Joe 
Lentol, Dov Hikind and Joan 
Millman. 

Also on hand were some 
political rivals — including 
Rep. Nydia Velazquez, and 
district leaders Chris Ow- 
ens, Jo Anne Simon, and 
Lincoln Restler — an indi- 
cation of how respected Re- 
ichbach was, even to her op- 
ponents.

The suit was eventu- 
ally settled, and the Depart- 
ment of Defense changed its 
recruitment strategies for high 
schoolers as a result. 


Five years after that ac- 
tion, she ran for office herself, 
hoping to unseat a longtime 
incumbent district leader in 
Brownstone Brooklyn. She 
lost, but got an impressive 
40 percent of the vote in her 
first race. 

Reichbach was last seen 
at her last act of official civic 
duty, overseeing Levin’s

enue on Wednesday night.

BLOWING AWAY 
NASAL ALLERGY

S pringtime is here, ushering in warmer 
weather and longer days, but this respite 
from the cold, dark winter has its disadvan- 
tages. For the millions of Americans who suf- 
fer from nasal allergies, the spring presents 
a unique challenge. But understanding nasal 
allergy can help those affected meet that 
challenge. 

Nasal allergy, sometimes referred to as 
hay fever, is characterized by itchy/watery 
eyes, rhinorrhea (runny nose), nasal con- 
gestion, and sneezing. Nasal allergy occurs 
when the body mistakenly treats allergens 
such as dust mites, animal dander, molds, 
mildew, fungi, and plant pollen as a threat 
and, in response, the immune system de- 
ploys immunoglobulin antibodies to repel 
the allergens. The antibodies attach them- 
selves to cells lining the nose, eyes and air 
passageways, which triggers the release of 
histamine. Histamine is a powerful chemi- 
cal in the body that causes swelling. In the 
case of nasal allergy, histamine swells the 
nasal membrane and is the culprit behind 
the sneezing, nasal congestion, runny nose 
and itchy, watery eyes. 

Nasal allergy is often confused with the 
common cold, because both share some 
symptoms, such as nasal congestion, runny 
nose and sneezing. However, the common 
cold presents additional symptoms like sore 
throat, weakness and fatigue — and cold 
sufferers usually do not develop itchy/wa- 
tery eyes. 

On diagnosis, the doctor will recommend 
medication to manage the symptoms of 


nasal allergy. Commonly prescribed medi- 
cations are antihistamines, decongestants, 
nasal steroids, and cromolyn sodium. 

Antihistamines can be used to alleviate 
sneezing, cough, and runny nose. Decon- 
gestants are useful for managing a stuffy 
nose and are available over the counter. 
(Pseudoephedrine is a highly effective 
oral decongestant, and does not require a 
prescription but must be obtained directly 
from the pharmacist.) Nasal steroids are 
used to prevent the nose and sinuses from 
inflammation upon exposure to allergens 
such as pollen and are usually obtained via 
prescription. They are sprayed directly in- 
side the nose and are usually very effective. 
Cromolyn sodium is an over the counter, 
non-steroidal nasal spray which may be ef- 
fective for managing nasal congestion and 
cough associated with nasal allergies. 

Apart from taking medication, following 
some simple tips can also help keep your 
allergies at bay. During peak allergy season, 
try to keep your house and windows closed 
and use air conditioning, which helps clean 
the air while keeping it cool and dry. Pol- 
len is usually most concentrated in the 
air between 10 a.m. and 2 p.m. so try to 
minimize outside morning activity if pos- 
sible. Avoiding exposure to cigarette smoke 
and frequent vacuuming may also help you 
cope with allergies. By adopting these pre- 
cautions and taking the right medication, 
you can spend less time focusing on your 
allergies and more enjoying the beautiful 
spring weather!

(Top from left to right) Nick's Lobster in Mill Basin boasts 
a mean seafood pasta; Randazzo's Clam Bar has been specializing in sea- 
food for more than 50 years; and Jordan's Lobster Dock delivers, thanks to 
a recipe that took about a year to perfect.

S outhern Brooklyn may have lost 
some of its charm and gritty water- 
front cred as the borough’s working 
fishing village, but for seafood, the area 
from Sheepshead Bay to Mill Basin still 
cannot be beat. 

Yet too few Brownstone Brooklynites 
make a trek that locals take for granted. 

“Seafood is such a nostalgic thing for 
people born and raised near the water 
around here,” said Jodie Mancuso, man- 
ager of Nick’s Lobster in Mill Basin. “It’s 
in our blood.” 

And thanks to their filling lobster rolls, 
steaming piles of crabs and closely guarded 
family recipes, these decades-old, fam- 
ily-run joints still stand out on strips that 
now house such chains as Applebee’s and 
T.G.I. Friday’s, continuing a long-stand- 
ing summer culinary tradition. 

But before you don that bib, dig in to our 
lip-smacking good seafood guide. 

Jordan’s Lobster Dock 

“The lobster from Nova Scotia is the 
best in the world,” said Jordan’s Lobster 
Dock owner Bill Jordan, who sources his 
product exclusively from the Canadian 
waters. “These are well-fed lobsters with 
plenty of meat.” 

They must be good: the family-owned 
restaurant on Harkness Avenue in Sheep- 
shead Bay has been a neighborhood staple 
since 1966, and was even the inspiration 
behind the Martin Scorese-produced film, 
“Brooklyn Lobster,” written and directed 
by Jordan’s brother, Kevin, in 1995. 

For today’s diners, we recommend the 
sandwich combos, especially the quar- 
ter-pound lobster roll with fries ($17.99). 
Unlike the typical Maine-style roll that’s 
loaded with mayo, Jordan’s handpicks meat 
from the claws, tails and knuckles and 
leaves it undisturbed on a toasted and but- 
tered potato roll. Customers then get mayo, 
lemon slices and tartar sauce on the side 
to use at their own discretion. 

“We want to give out 100-percent pure 
lobster meat, but give people their own lob- 
ster salad kit if they want,” said Jordan.

Randazzo’s Clam Bar 

It’s all about the sauce at Randazzo’s 
Clam Bar on Emmons Avenue. Founder 
Helen Randazzo created the hot tomato 
sauce more than 50 years ago, and it now 
accompanies most of the shellfish on the 
Italian-influenced menu. 

The slightly chunky sauce tastes like 


a combination of a classic tomato sauce 
and a shrimp cocktail sauce, but don’t ex- 
pect to recreate it at home. 

“We’ve kept the recipe a secret since 
Helen created it,” said Prini Randazzo, co- 
owner and granddaughter-in-law of Helen. 
“There’s no other sauce like it.” 

For another signature Randazzo’s ex- 


perience, order the lobster fra diavolo 
($44.95). More than a pound of pulled 
Maine lobster meat rests on a bed of clams, 
mussels, shrimp and spaghetti. 

Thanks to dishes like this, Randazzo’s 
fills the void that seafood mecca Lundy’s 
left on Emmons Avenue when it closed 
several years ago. 


“The best thing about Randazzo’s is 
that it never changes,” said longtime cus- 
tomer Peter Romeo. “I’ve been coming 
here for 40 years and I’ve never been dis- 
appointed.”

Nick’s Lobster 

At Nick’s Lobster, the 23-year-old eat- 
ery that overlooks the boats docked in 
Mill Basin, the restaurant’s namesake is 
the real star of the menu. The one-and-a- 
half-pound Maine lobster ($28) is steamed, 
topped with butter and served with two 
sides. And as long as you’re splurging 
on lobster, you might as well go all out 
and order Nick’s seafood stuffing baked 
right into the lobster. The savory bread 
pudding of scallops, crabmeat and clams 
is absolutely worth the extra $5. 

“It took us about a year to come up with 
the recipe,” said manager Jodie Mancuso. 
“It caused a lot of arguments, but we fi- 
nally figured it out.”

Clemente’s Maryland 
Crabhouse 

Just because three of the best seafood 
places in town are decades old, that doesn’t 
mean a new-school place can’t hold its 
own. And the 10-year-old Clemente’s 
Maryland Crabhouse on Emmons Ave- 
nue has been doing just that, specializing 
in Chesapeake Bay-style crab boils that 
are rare north of Annapolis. 

“We serve Maryland blue crabs,” said 
owner Jimmy Muir. “The sweetness of 
these crabs are unlike anything else, and 
people have a lot of fun eating them.” 

Tearing through a pile of whole steamed 
crabs is a hands-on gastronomic activ- 
ity. Eaters rip off the shell, scrape out 
the guts and dig through the cavities for 
that sweet meat. 

The restaurant offers a $30 all-you-can- 
eat special, but make sure to order the crabs 
with Old Bay. It’s the traditional Maryland 
seafood seasoning, consisting of 13 spices, 
that give the crabs a zesty flavor. And if 
the authentic preparations aren’t enough 
to get you in a summer mood, Clemente’s 
has an outdoor deck and tiki bar that over- 
looks the Plumb Beach Channel. 

“When I saw that this spot right on the 
water was for sale 10 years ago, I couldn’t 
resist,” said Muir.

Still, you’ll want to help yourself to plenty 
of the avocado creations, as Guactacular com- 
petitors are known for their creative blends. 
For instance, last year’s winning dip featured 
a dollop of ricotta. 

“Guacamole is a food that anyone can make 
and everyone thinks that they have the best 
recipe,” said Anderson. “I can’t say I haven’t 
had a guacamole I didn’t like.”

Serves four 

1 pound ground duck 
meat 

4 ounces ground duck fat 
1/2 cup minced onion 
(cooked) 

1/4 cup chopped raisins 
1/2 cup breadcrumbs 

2 tbls. parsley, 
chopped 

1-1/2 tsp. salt 
1 egg 

1 tbls. chopped thyme 

Preheat oven to 400 degrees. Mix all ingredients. 
Portion into four equal-sized patties. Sear on medium 
heat and transfer to the oven for 15 to 20 minutes. 

CREAMY PARSNIP PUREE 

1 parsnip, peeled and cut into 1/2-inch pieces.

vides the best example of 
the trend. 

“It was supposed to be 
just an occasional blue-plate 
special,” said Angulo, the 
head chef. “But we quickly 
realized they were going to 
be way too popular. So they 
had to stay.” 

It was a good call; the 
duck meatloaf is far and 
away one of the most or- 
dered items on the menu, 
selling upwards of 150 plates 
a week.

But is it the rides or the prices 
that will have you wailing?

C oney Island’s new amusement 
park lives up to its name for 
two reasons: its thrill rides 
and its prices. 

It costs $42 to ride all four at- 
tractions at Scream Zone, which 
features the first new roller coast- 
ers in Coney Island since the Cy- 
clone in 1 927. That kind of money 
goes a lot farther in other parts 
of the People’s Playground, in- 
cluding Deno’s Wonder Wheel 
Park on W. 12th Street where five 
rides cost $25. But don’t scream 
too much over your Scream Zone 
bill, as you’ll need to save your 
voice for the death-defying at- 


tractions. 

The most expensive and most 
exciting ride in the Surf Avenue 
park, which opened April 24, is 
the Slingshot ($20). Thrill-seek- 
ers shouldn’t mind spending that 
bill to be strapped in an oval pod 
that catapults more than 150 feet 
in the air at 90 miles per hour. But 
less adventurous Coney enthu- 
siasts may prefer spending $20 
on three beers at Ruby’s Bar on 
the Boardwalk. 

Other attractions include the 
Steeplechase ($7), a mini coaster 
that pays homage to the origi- 
nal Coney horse racing ride that 
closed in 1964; and the Zenobio 
($8), a 100-foot-tall beam that 
somersaults its riders through 


the sky. 

“It was pretty crazy,” said 
first-time rider James Turpin, 
who traveled from New Jersey 
to experience the new park. 

Scream Zone’s fourth ride, the 
Soarin’ Eagle roller coaster ($7), 
was closed due to mechanical is- 
sues. A Luna Park operator who 
declined to give her name said 
that workers were still running 
tests to see if the 66-foot-high 
coaster, which straps riders in 
a horizontal position, would be 
open this weekend. 

With Scream Zone, opened on 
April 24 by the same company 
that runs Luna Park, the People’s 
Playground got another dose of 
the city’s vision for a “new” Co-

ney Island. The area is now a 
balanced blend of old and new, 
with the decades-old Cyclone and 
Deno’s Wonder Wheel running

Scream Zone is a great time, 
but it remains to be seen if the 


$19-million park can make up 
for some major losses in Coney 
Island, including the demise of 
the Siren Music Festival, and a

decision by Ringling Bros, and 
Barnum & Bailey Circus to fold 
up its tents after a two-year run 
along the Boardwalk. 

And other operators, including 
landowner Joe Sitt and old-timer 
Horace Bullard, have long failed 
to realize their own dreams in Co- 
ney Island. For Sitt, that’s meant 
selling his extensive holdings to 
the city, and retaining some land 
for an upcoming Stillwell Ave- 
nue flea market called BK Fes- 
tival that critics say is a poor 
substitute for year-round enter- 
tainment. 

But, taken together, Scream 
Zone and the 19-ride Luna Park 
represent the first major invest- 
ments in Coney Island’s amuse- 
ment zone since the now-shut- 
tered Jumbo Jet coaster was built 
40 years ago — and remain j ust a 
first phase of what the Bloomberg 
Administration heralds as the 
transformation of the People’s 
Playground into a vibrant tour- 
ist destination. 

“Over the past several decades 
Coney Island experienced little 
investment, but we’re reversing 
that trend,” said Deputy Mayor 
Robert Steel at Scream Zone’s 
opening ceremony on April 20. 
“Luna Park was a phenome- 
nal success in its first year last 
summer, and the Scream Zone 
is sure to help bring more visi- 
tors, activity and jobs to Coney 
this year.” 

Eventually, Luna Park and 
Scream Zone will be a part of a 
sprawling 24-7-365 hub of ho- 
tels, restaurants, shopping and 
indoor attractions that will stretch 
half-a-mile from the Cyclone near 
W. Eighth Street to the Cyclones’ 
MCU Park near W. 19th Street.

immersed in screen conver-

' cholars say that the 
■ Golden Age of Pup- 
petry — the mirth, the 
magic, the maj esty — was in 
early 18th-century Vienna, a 
period when Austro-Hungar- 
ian craftsmen, artists, and mu- 
sicians came together in an epic 
burst of collaboration and cre- 
ated something great. 

It was an era when puppets 
became legends and puppe- 
teers became gods. 

I mention those happy days 
as a way of introducing this 
mildly controversial thought: 
the Golden Age is dead. 

The thought first occurred 
to me midway through the 
first act of Puppetworks’ di- 
sastrous production of “The 
Wizard of Oz” last week. 

Any rendering of L. Frank 
Baum’s book has one vital 
set piece, the arrival of the 
tornado that kicks the plot 
into motion. It is a moment 
whose grandeur and spec- 
tacle cannot be misplayed, 
lest disaster strike. 

But in the production I 
witnessed, the tornado was 
so inelegantly puppeted that 
it knocked over a scrim cover- 
ing up the backdrop for the next 
scene — a landscape from the

land of Oz. 

The young tot 
who brought me 
to the show no-

ment was far deeper.

fessional marionette theater, 
where scale and drama are 
actually created in the view- 
ers’ imaginations. 

I could have dismissed the 
error but for the larger prob- 
lems with this production. This 
“Wizard of Oz,” of course, is 
based on the MGM movie clas- 
sic of the same name — the 
seminal film that gave us Dor- 
othy, the Scarecrow, the Tin 
Man, the Cowardly Lion and 
Toto, too (and Toto, too!). Pup- 
petworks producers retained 
those characters — they’re in 
the public domain, of course 
— but did not license the songs 
that give the movie its gener- 
ational legacy. 

So there’s no “Over the 
Rainbow,” no “If I Only Had 
a Brain,” no “Off to See the 
Wizard (The Wonderful Wiz- 
ard of Oz).” Instead, these 
and others are replaced by 
tawdry knock-offs. 

And, perhaps the grav- 
est sin was this: the puppe- 
teers gave a lackluster per- 
formance that was noticeable 
to anyone with even a third- 
grader’s knowledge of pup- 
petry tradition. 

As the nation’s foremost 


critic of puppetry and mime, 
I feel unto a marionette on a 
string myself, forced (some- 
times against my will) to play 
the same role in every review: 
“It’s puppetry, Dooley,” the ed- 
itor will say. “Give it a rave 
and let’s move on. The kids 
won’t notice anyway.” 

But I cannot remain silent 
when the proud, ancient art 
form to which I have dedi- 
cated my life is treated like 
a Medicaid mill. This is not, 
after all, the first time that 
I’ve cut the strings over Pup- 
petworks’ sometimes unin- 
spiring fare. 

Three years ago, I was 
unimpressed by the the- 
ater’s production of Hansel 
and Gretel (“Hansel and re- 
gretal,” Sept. 2, 2008), which 
turned a delightful tale into 
a mirthless slog through ma- 
ternal angst. 

True, my rave over Puppet- 
works’ production of “Pinoc- 
chio” (“No lie: This ‘Pinoc- 
chio’ rocks,” May 10, 2008), 
was completely honest: the 
only organ that grew on my 
face that day was my mouth 
— into a broad smile. 

But for the past few years, 
I have felt that this Park Slope 
institution has been cellphon- 
ing it in — an egregious sin in 
a medium that is so dependent 
on intimacy and wonder. 

I hope that the owners 
of this once-proud theater 
will consider these humble 
thoughts, and take action be- 
fore the damage to Puppet- 
works’ once sturdy reputation 
becomes irreparable.
